8.—A special to The 
World from Washington says Repre- 
rentative Lacey of Iowa, chairman of 
of the committee on public lands, said 
in an interview regarding the ooming to 
America of Boer families: 
"If the Boers want to 00me to Ameri­ 
ca they will be able to fine plenty of 
land. 
While a greater part of the most 
desirable land has already been preempt 
ed thore remains enough to furnish 
homesteads for all the families who 
come. 
"I believe the state of Texas would 
offer great* r inducements to the Boers 
than any other place. 
It is true there 
are no public lands in Texas. 
When the 
state entered the union it reserved all 
its lands and they are now known as 
school lands. 
“Those can be bought for from f 1.25 
to $2 an acre, with 26 years to july it 
in. 
There will be several million acres 
of good land in Oklahoma opened for 
settlement in the spring. 
“There is a settlement in my oomniu 
nity which everybody is proud of. 
Two 
townships were bought up, and Holland­ 
ers reside there. 
These people are 
among the most industrious in the state. 
“The Boers can find land anywhere 
In the west—Colorado, Montana, New 
Mexico—-almost in any of the western 
states. 
They can buy land there for 
very little, or settle on the public do­ 
main aud cultivate that land. 
“It is a notifiable thing that every 
whore Hollanders or Germans or people 
of that character have settled, the price 
of 
property 
immediately 
increases. 
They are good neighbors, good citizens 
and will be welcomed in any communi­ 
ty.” 
Senator Teller of Colorado said: 
"The Boers would prove valuable cit­ 
izens and would be gladly received in 
any portion of the United States in 
which they might settle. 
The most de­ 
sirable lands open for settlement under 
the homestead act have already been 
taken. 
If the Boers have money they 
can secure good land for very little. 
“I do not believe that they could set­ 
tle and make anything out of the arid 
lands. 
They probably do not under­ 
stand irrigation, aud, of oonrse, their 
lands would be worthless without it. 
I should be very glad to have them set­ 
tle in the United States, as they would
